On motion of Director Cushing the President was authorized to 
appoint a committee of four, with full power to act, to make 
arrangements for the Adolfo Stahl course of lectures to be given 
during the coming winter. 

The President appointed the following:

Costa, 
Richardson. 

It was understood that the general program as carried out last 
year in giving these lectures should be repeated. It was tentatively 
suggested that the first lecture should be given on Nov. 16th and 
that following lectures should come on or about December 14, 
Jamjary n, February 15, March 15 and April 12. 

Mr. Costa was instructed to arrange for the hall. 

In the discussion that followed it seemed to be the consensus of 
opinion that the lecturers this year should be secured from the 
Mount Wilson Solar Observatory, the Students Observatory of 
Berkeley and Stanford University. The Secretary was instructed 
to open correspondence with prospective speakers in order that a 
definite program might be arranged as soon as possible.
